New Professor 
Comes to School 
Of Architecture 



Gordon Wehher 

Is Specialist in 
JJLight and Shade. 



Ever since the beginning of 
the term, the School of Archi» 
tecture . indeed had difficult 
times due to great depletion of 
its teaching staff and at the 
same time a rather high tide in 
Freshman registration. This 
rather critical situation was 
finally remedied, however, when 
Gordon Webber came to us as 
our new instructor in design. 
He pointed out'right away that . 
he will deal with his subject in 
a colour-light-perspective rather 
than the conventional way of 
building design. 

Mr. Webber's education be- 
gan in Toronto and at 14 he 
won his first scholarship to the 
Ontario College of Art where 
he took up painting. His al- 
ways progressive and analysing 
mind soon brought him In con- 
tact with the Arts Student 
League in Toronto, at that time 
a very independent and almost 
radical school of thought in its 
approach to art. From then on 
he decidedly broke away from 
the established ideas and Ideals 
in painting and decorative and 
a rapid succession of various 
teaching assignments followed. 
Mr. Webber taught mainly at 
Hart House, Toronto and later 
was on the staff of the Art Gal- 
lery there. Then he went to 
Chicago and studied there for 
four years under Maholy* 
Nagy, the eminent Hungarian 
artist designer. The school of 
Design in Chicago Is outstand- 
ing with regard to Its construc-

It 
is expected that such a report will be made at Friday's meeting. 

Reports printed in local newspapers stated that these recom- 
mendations were accepted .in their entirety by the Senate, and 
that the responsibility for the nature of the action resia .with the 
Students* Executive Council. 

No action can be taken by the Students' Society unless a 
quorum consisting of a hundred members is present. At the meet- 
ing held on February 25th to discuss the original action taken by 
the Senate Committee on Morals and Discipline more than 750 
students were reported in attendance.
